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TWO MAJOR FIRES IN 
TWENTY FOUR HOURS 


Thursday and Friday of last 
week found the fire dept. re- 
sponding to two major fires 
which were quickly combated 
before any loss of life was 
involved. 

On Thursday, engines 1 and 
2 responded to a fire at 1 
Birchwood Road, No. Wilming- 
ton, the home of Clarence M. 
Stanley, after receiving a 
telephone call that the house 
was on fire. Upon arriving on 
the scene firemen found that 
one bedroom was completely a- 
blaze and so high pressure 
lines were quickly put into 
action. Due to the extensive 
‘smoke encountered by firemen 
as they tried to enter the 
house, gas sks had to be§ 
used by them in order to get 
to the source of the fire. 
Three occupants were evacuated 
to the outside of the building 
by Mrs. Stanley as firemen ar- 
rived on the scene, The blaze 
was confined to the one bed- 
room by firemen, under the 
direction of Chief Boudreau 
and Lt. Woods. Extensive dam- 
age was caused to the bedroom 
as the fire had gained consi-* 
derable head way before the 
firemen were notified, The 
rest of the house suffered 
from extensive smoke damage. 
The Stanley family are being 
helped by neighbors until 
their house is liveable again. 
The fire is still under in- 
vestigation at this time, with 
the cause undertermined. 

Friday afternoon at 3:50 
p.m, firemén responded to the 
second major fire in twenty 
four hours, this time at the 
home of Roger G. Nichols of 
98 Church Street. The fire was 
discovered by Officer Charles 
Dolan of the Police Dept. who 
was on his way to work. After 
noticing smoke as he drove 
down Church Street, he saw 
that it was coming from the 
Nichols home. He immediately 
stopped his car and ran into 
the house to warn the occu- 
pants who were unaware of the 
fire at the time. After notif- 
ying them of the fire, he as- 
sisted in helping them to flee 
the house which was a mass of 
flames and smoke in the upper 
sections. As firemen arrived 
the flames were issuing out 
the top floor windows and 
smoke was coming out the eaves 
and other places, Again high 
pressure lines were set up 
by engines 1 and 2 on arriving 
and ladders were raised to get 
to the top floors. Due to the 
extensive smoke encountered, 
firemen again had to use Scott 
Air Masks to get into the 
building. The fire was raging 
furiously in the upstairs bed- 
room and joining hall as fire- 
men entered, and for a while 
it looked bad, but due to the 
efficient way it was handled 
the blaze was quickly brought 
under control by firemen and 
«the rest of the house was 5 
ed with the exception of a 
little water and smoke damage.

A pay raise, new equipment or reforms within the Police 
and Fire Departments, always, seem to the ‘ ‘POWERS THAT BE’’ 
promiscuous spending of tax payers’ money, unless it comes 
after a Jong and unnecessary battJe which generally ends in 
referendum as you are wel] aware. 

With a pay raise for the Firefighter, wil] eventually come 
a better qualified and more capable applicant for the de- 
partment--thus better protection for al] concerned, 

Medica] authorities tel] us when we reach 40 or 50 years, 
we should cut down on our exercise. They say that the heart 
which has been pumping al] these years has earned a rest.

Men of aJ] ages and rank including 
Chief. 

Fire Horses of old were loved by everyone. Would any citi- 
zen deprive a Fire Horse of his oats and hay or an occasion- 
a] carrot, apple or Jump of sugar? I guess not. You and I 
remember how nice the horses Jooked,...and everyone of them 
with a big fat belly. 

The question has been asked; since the horses had fat 
bellies and were wel] fed when they worked, why can’t the 
firefighter and his family at least has as much. Vote yes 
for the Piremen’s raise.
